spite the minority of shortsighted 
politicia n-s who show signs of try­ 
ing to get some politica l milea ge 
out of a n insinua tion tha t Presi­ 
dent Eisenhow'er is somehow

bla me for the torpedoing of the 
summit conference. 
The Soviet lea der ca nnot pose a s 
a pea cema ker a nd then suddenly 
be revea led a s a ma ker of wa r.

rea ction of the West indica tes 
a n a pprehension tha t he ma y over­ 
pla y his ha nd a nd tha t his a rbi­ 
tra ry ta ctics someda y will force 
a wa r. 


The tex ts of the va rious com­ 
munica tions indica te tha t the >o- 
viet 
Premier 
is

like in his 
defensiveness. 
Once 
President Eisenhower refused to 
go to a summit conference beca use 
Mr. Khrushchev 
threa tened 
the 
West with a n ultima tum. So toda y 
the Soviet Premier sa ys he. too, 
ca n refuse to go, under the duress 
of the spy-pla ne incident. 
But, a s a ny student of diploma t­ 
ic history would tell Mr. Khrush­ 
chev, it’s a ll right to ma ke de­ 
ma nds a nd to bluff, but it s a lso 
wise to lea ve a wa y out for the 
other side. Thus, he could ha ve 
construed President 
Eisenhower s 
decision to suspend the reconna is­ 
sa nce flights a s a point tha t he 
ha d won. 
But 
Mr. 
Khrushchev 
wa sn't sa tisified a nd — like Hitler 
—ha s 
dema nded the humilia tion 
of his a dversa ry- 
This ca n only lea d eventua lly to 
a brea k in diploma tic rela tions a nd 
consta nt ta lk of wa r—something 
tha t will a rouse the people of the 
Soviet Union even more quickly 
tha n the peoples of the West For 
the Russia ns ha ve memories of 
ma ny millions of their countrymen 
who died in the la st wa r. 
There could be a revolution in­ 
side the Soviet Union if tension 
increa ses a nd wa r threa tens. Since 
the sa tellite na tions

MR. KHRUSHCHEV, moreover,

in effect, told the world tha t he 
wa nts to postpone a ny serious ne­ 
gotia tions till a fter the presiden­ 
tia l elections in the United Sta t4< 
nex t November, when he hopes the

business. 
If he is trying to choose a presi­ 
dent for the United

by 
throwing his propa ga nda support 
to a n opposition pa rty, then

There ought to be some wa y to

No. 24— Basic Stance 


By JIMMY DEMARET 
The 
accompanying 
illustration 
shows the stance for a tee shot. 
The ball is played so that if a 
line were drawn from it to the left 
foot it would 
pass through the 
area between the center of the left 
foot and heel. This places the hands 
almost directly in the center of the 
body. The left foot and hip have 
been opened slightly. The ball is be­ 
ing played toward the left side. 
Each of these provisions, along 
with the flexed knees, greatly as­ 
sists an easy and powerful flow of 
the downswing as the clubhead 
makes contact with the ball, and 
goes from there to the full finish 
of the swing. 
Fixing the hands in the grip, 
and making certain that each is 
under its wrist, you have the arm s, 
club and hands pretty much in a 
straight line extending from the 
shoulders and running down the 
arm s and club to the ball, as in­ 
dicated by the arrow. 
This is the single, basic stance. 
W’ith only slight variations, you 
use this stance in every shot.
